OLD SPIRIT OF GOOD WILL REVIVES
AMONG PEOPLE ALONG THIS BORDER
CELEBRATION of Mexico's Mepcafeace day in El Puo

Skc old timet. For tbe first time
s'sce the 100th aaarveraary ia 1910, .something like the
fine old spirit of neighbornnss and cooperation prevailed.
Restrictions on passports and permits prerentd the free
intercourse of crowds of visitors such as used to psst be-

tween the cities oa every holiday, but there was enough
merrymaking to make the day seem very different from
anv international occasion of the last tea years.

One recalls the time when the main streets of Jasrec
used to be decorated with the American flag oa great occa-

sions, and when the Mexican flag was almost as familiar
in El Paso as oar own, yet there was no lack of patriotism
on either side whea these things were. This year the Ves-
icas and Americas flags were ased together an through
El Paso's business center in decorations, and there was no
adverse criticism, nor ground far any.

Fact is, this borderland is taking a strong and leading
part in restoring peace and good will, jnst as ajl these sad
years tbe borderland has faithfully kept the peace in spite
of the utmost efforts of the two governments to break it.

The people of the southwest have suffered math by
reason ot Mexico's upset. Mexicans have perpetrated great
wrongs against Americana, and these are sot forgotten.
But tbe people of the southwest recognise that a change, a
great change, has come over Mexico. The present Mexican
government and the Mexican people are sot blamed per-
sonally for the entrages of the past, and .the Americana
alone, the border are willing' to leave the matter of repara-
tions to future adjustment through official channels. Amer-
icans along the border are willing and anxious to restore
the old relations of normal benefit through active trade and
social intercourse, and the Mtiirau people and Mexican
government have shown a ttvtJy disposition to do their part
and more, toward the work of restoration and recovery.

These neighbors have such to give one another. The
idea that either people is thinking only of what it can get
out of the other is an ircoBg. Americana have a real de-

sire to assist is Mexico's devslopotest aad upbuilding, and
Mexicans for the moot part are disposed to be more than
fair, to be generous, in reopening Mexico's rich domain to
outside capital, aad in welcoming the social revival.

Maintenance of good relations along the border all these
years has had much to do with avoiding serious conflict
Between the nations. Qaick aad earaest work now toward
improving conditions of international intercourse, while
grounded in commercial necessities, will assist greatly is
facilitating a permanent settlement of all matters of dif-

ference between the governments.
El Paso is about to hold an important international ex-

position, aad Mexico win have strong representation. The
military carnival aad horse show wiU also attract many
visitors. Mexicans will have aa snneoal opportasity to
learn what advantages will be theirs if they again come to
look upon 1 Paw as their natural meeting point ia the
States, their natural trading center aad educational aad
social metropolis, the aeareet, frtsadUeet, truest, and best.

Next month B Paso wiU send 100 representative sexi-
ness men through Mexico oa a "Peace aad Prosperity" tour.
Already the leading Mexicans ia every community have
pledged their coopers tisn ia making the excursion a sac-ces-s.

Both the 1 Pasoaas
and the Mexicans win learn a good deal that wfll be to
their advantage, aad the reaatt if certain to be aa early
resumption of trade aad social relations, oa a scale larger
than ever.

Vote School Tax Amendment Is Vote
Butterfly Costs $1,000,000 In A Year

UPPORT of the constitutional
amendment to be voted on at the
time of the Ken era election Is

urgently Important. said Mi:s Xyra
Winkler, county superintendent of
schools. "Regardless whether the
amendment carries or fails, it will not
affect El Paso, but its failure will
work hardships on counties within
what Is defined as the El Paso trade
territory At the present time, the
common school districts of tbe state
are limited by law to a maximum
taxation of SO cents on the $100 for
school purpose. The result is that in
scores of countries, the financing of a
three months' school term is difficult.
If the amendment carries, each com-
mon school district can fix its own
tax rate, by election among school
patrons. Each district has sole right
to fix its own rate, and no district can
fix the rate of another district. El
Paso citizens will be rendering a
genuine service to school children by
voting for the proposition."
